THE ITALIAN SALVAGE SHIPS AT “BREST 


é Dies June 4. 
land-locked harbour of 
Brest two gamall ships lay at anchor 
this morning, dimly visible through 
driving rain. 
salvage ships “Artiglio”’ and “Ros- 
tro,” ‘from Genoa. They lay off 
Brest on Sunday night, and yester- 
day morning ‘they felt their way into 
harbour through a fog which hid 
them from the shore: To-day they 


“| were coaling and making their final 


preparations for salvage. work on 


-|the sunken P. & O. liner “Egypt,” 


which Hes at the bottom of the At- 
lantic. out beyond Ushant, in nearly 
70 fathoms of unsheltered water, 
The “Artiglio” is dlready widely 
known for the remarkable work ‘done 
by her crew on the wreck of the 
Belgian steamship “Elizabethville” 
off Belle-Ile last year. In this ex- 
pedition she has the help of her 
sister ship, the “Rostro,” and their 
names are well chosen, for ‘they 
are equipped to drag treasure from 
the depths. of the sea with every 
conceivable mechanical development 
of beak and claw. The sunken 
“Eyypt” carried gold and: silver 
valued at £1,054,000, 5 tons of gold, 
and 45 tons of silver. 
in her hull—the divers-know exactly 
where—there are boxes ‘of gold bars 
worth - £674,000, gold coins, also in 
boxes, worth £165,000, and silver 
bars, loose, worth £215,000.. 
Mechanical Grabs - 

e “Artiglio” has been lavishly 
re-equipped: since last year. She 
carries four mechanical grabs whieh 
will lay hold of almost anything, 


-|from a rivet to a whole cabin roof, 


and tear it from its place. She has a 


'three-ton electro-magnet which wil! 


lift to the surface heavy steel plates 
and beams that cannot be hooked to 
the ordinary derrick. She has spe- 
pinall ‘grabs, designed +a 
seize ingots and bring them to the 
surface one by one without dropping 
them. She has a great steel basket 
into which the bullion can be -ladled 
by the grabs and ‘hauled to the sur- 
face half a ton ata time. She has 


lamps which will light up the ocean’ 


floor if necessary; they are specially 
designed ‘to stand the tremendous 
water pressure. She carries, above 
all, the deep-sea 
shell fer the diver, with 
its steel claws and jointed 
arms and legs. And though she 
looks so innocent from the top of the 
hill on which the town of Brest is 
perched, she brought six tons of a 
special high explosive from Italy in 
her hold. 

The first problem will be to find 
the “Egypt”. 
tion is known from bearings and 
observations taken with a sextant, 
and the “Artiglo” will be guided by 
directional wireless, but, even so, a 
wide area thas to be searched, and 
it is quite possible to comb the sea 
bottom for days in vain. In spite 
of the most careful navigation, the 
ship may be carried off her course 
by wind and tide, and ohservations 
with the sextant vary in their re- 
sults according to the temperature 
of the sea; which affects the level of 
the horizon. It has been stated in 
a Lendon newspaper that the “Arti- 
glio” and “Restro” shave already 
planted buoys round the wreck, but 
this is not’ the case. They 


have not been out to the wreck. ] 


and its position ig not yet marked 
in any way. The work will have 
to be found by dragging a steel 


hawser along the bottom between 
the two salvage ships, and then it 
will have to be identified by a diver, 
for there is no lack of wrecks on 
this coast, and there are plenty of 
submerged as well. . 

_ The Egypt was sunk on the even- 
ing of May 20, 1920, by collision 
with the French steamer “Seine,” 
28 miles off the Armen lighthouse, 
on the coast of Finisterre. The 
“Seine” crashed into her port side 
in a. thick fog, striking her abreast 


‘\of the forward funnel. The “Egypt” 


took a heavy list and sank quickly, 
and over 100 people were drowned. 
Owing ‘to the way in which she was 


sunk, the divers expect to find the’ 


“Egypt” lying on her side. They. 
do not know yet whether they will 
have to cut through the side of the 


ship’s ‘hull or to blow off the lighter 
deck: plating.

US. | SHIP'S: FINE ~ 
PERFORMANCE 


TODD UNIT SYSTEM 


A forward stride m™the develop- 
ment of pulverised — coal-l |-burning 
equipment for marine use was made 
recently with the successful sea trial 
of the United States Shipping Board 
eargo ship “West _ Alsek,” equipped 
with the Todds Unit ‘system UE 
pulverised ‘ coal-burning. The trial 
was of twelve hours’ duration. The 
vessel was subjected to every possible 
manoeuvre, including a run over @ 
$2-mile course off Fire Island at an 
| average speed-of 12.7 knots,

Akeout 200 ‘nen prominent in the 
shipping ‘industry were on board dur- 
ing the trials. . Among them were 
representatives from China, Japan, 
South America, Italy, Germany, the 
Seandinavian. countries, Canada and 
Britain. All expressed themselves 
as being very. favourably impressed 
with the vessel's showing. 

Features of Installation 

Like other vessels of the same type, 
the “West Alsek” has been regarded 
as rather expensive to operate, being 
a hard steamer -and requiring con- 
siderable labour to handle coal from 
the bunkers to the furnaces, as the 
coal is stored partly in the. ‘tween 
decks and partly in the cross-bunker. 
With the new installation it. is expect- 
ed that the operating eosts will be 
greatly reduced. Comparative figures 
are to be given out late Another 
feature of the new installation is the 
improvemnt in the firemen’s working 
conditions, due to the fact that no coal 
dust .or ash is visible at any time. 
Combustion is practically-as complete 
as though oil were being used instead 
of coal. 

The coal pulverising machinery and 
burners on the “West Alsek” were 
developed by the engineers of the 
Todd Shipyards Corporation, in co- 
operation with the Erie City Iron 
Works and the fuel experts. of the 
Fuel Conservation Committee of the 
Shipping Board, working under the 
direction of Mr. Carl J. Jefferson, 
The installation was made at the 
TeBo plant of the Todd Shipyards 
Corporation. 

Compactness of the mills, the high 
degree of fineness of pulverisation, 
and the fact that the equipment has 
been installed on a typical cargo ship 
without encroachment on the spaces 
beyond the engine-room; are features 
which attracted the attention of the 
experts surveying the working of the 
system. 


The Buruers 

The bume ‘believed to be the 
most effectiy e for securing a 
good mixturé of coal dust and air for 
combustion. They are so arranged 
that adjustments can be made on the 
diffusing cone from the furnace front. 
Provision is made for the intreduction 
of an ignition torch, and 2 small capa- 
city oi burner is installéd for this 
purpose. Allowance - also has been 
made forthe introduction cf a large 
capacity. oil burner, when fuel market 
conditions may make its use desirable. 

Coal is trimmed from the burikers 
through a crusher of the high-speed 
fixed-hammer type with a hinged bot- 
tom to facilitate the removal of tramp 
iron and other solids. After passing 
through the crusher, which reduces it 
to, half-inch size, the coal goes to. a 
screw conveyor which delivers it to 
the individual pulverisers connecting 
with each of the nine furnaces. The 
pulverisers are.. driven by direct- 
connected "Westinghouse steam tur- 
Dines. 

Under ‘reduc * loads, such as 
Manoeuvring ‘or in port, provision is 
made to-shut off the supply entirely 
from one.or more of the mills. The 
mill is of the. two-stage, centrifugal 
type, fitted with a fan having 
tangential discharge. The coal is 
discharged from the fan to the burners 
through flexible. tubing. - : 

In passing through the burners, the 
eoal and the primary air, which -is 
conveying “it, are Laas a rotating 
motion by the internal diffuser. This 
rotation ig augmented by tangential 
air flow produced by the secondary air 
coming through - the registers fitted 
in_the Howden fronts.

It. is not sufficient to merely say 
that pulverised coal can be burned in 
any given type of boiler or vessel. 
It is necessary that this be done. withy 
a view to a reduction of fucl and 
labour costs to auch an extent that 
the costs of the apparatus and its in- 
stallation can be repaid in a reason- 
able length of time. . This calls for 
an increase in boiler efficiency and 2 
reduction in operating personnel, 
without taking. into consideration a 
possible reduction in the costs of fudl 
made available through the medium 
of _pulverisation. 

With these objects in view, the 
Todd Shipyards Corporation, with the 
co-operation of the Erie City Iron 
Works, a pioneer in the manufacture 
of coal pulverising machinery, con- 
ducted extensive experiments to 
secure, firstly, the finest degree of pul- 
verisation with machinery of the 
least possible weight and bulk; second- 
ly, the best type: of burner © which 
would be adaptable to any type of 
power boiler, designed to be adjust- 
able to capacity demand, of simple 
construction and of easy operation;

SPEED-BOAT SMASH 


U.S, MILLIONAIRE WIFE AND

Canton's New Clocks 

As previously intimated, there 
are forty clocks installed in the 
city, but this does not mean, how- 
ever, that, there are forty. separate 
mountings. Eaeh clock tower has 
four faces and the construction of 
the tower is such that four separate 
clocks have to be used. 

All clocks are controlled by a 
“mother” clock, which is worked 
by storage batteries stationed in 
the Central Park. The movements 
of the clocks are so regulated that 
they do not: vary more than -a 
minute unless some foreign element 
should interfere with the working. 
The time is taken.froni the sun-dial 
of the Custom House but, later, the 
Bureau of Public Utilities will 
instal a separate sun-dial. 

The clocks are of German make, 
having. -been ordered through 
Siemens Co. . They have been run- 
ning satisfactorily. and many in- 
quiries from officials and merchants 
have been made as to the cost and 
the make of the clocks with o view 
to purchasing some for their own 
use. . 
Tungshan Waterworks 

The Tungshan waterworks are 
practically completed; and the 
machinery has been installed and 
tested to the satisfaction of the 
officials. The work should have 
started but, on account of the de- 
lay in the arrival. of sand and 


‘\pebbles for. the purpose of filtra- 


tion, the formal opening will be dé- 
layed for at least a month. 

‘A reservoir is formed by throw- 
ing a dam across the Shaho. 
River. From this “reservoir the 
water. is .piped to  filter-beds 
near Tungshan. At this point ar- 
rangement has been made for water 
to be drawn from the Pearl River 
as well. After passing through 
the filter-beds' the water is pump- 
ed up to a steel tank, which has 
a capacity. of. 95,000 - ‘American 
gallons, and. which is imounted on 
a steel tower 120 feet high.

SOVIET CAVALRY'S SORTIE

MONGOLIANS HELP REDS 
_ Peking, Saturday. 
An official message from Muk- 
den (capital of Manchuria) re- 
ceived this., morning states, that 
yesterday afternoon, after a bom- 
pbardment, Soviet cavalry attacked 
the Chinese defence lines ‘at. Mei- 
yaotze, near Manchuli fin the 
north-weat of. ; 
mites from. the boundary betweer 
Manchuria and. Siberia. 
The official intelligence adds 
_ that fighting owas continuing at 
“the time of despatch. 
700 Raiders 
Tokyo, Saturday. 

Intelligence from’ Manchuli is 
that 700 Soviet cavalrymen, sup- 
ported by artillery fire, raided 
Jarainor station of the Chinese 
Eastern Railway, 35 kilometres, 
south-east of Manchuli,’ on the 
afternoon of August 16. 

The raiders remained three 
hours in Chinese territory, with- 
drawing. at 6 pm. © 

The Chinese suffered casualties 
to the extent of two officers, six 
soldiers and 10 civilians. wounded. 

Mongolian Jrregulars 

For an hour the Chinese defen- 

ders offered resistance to the in- 

_ vading Russians. The Russians 
fired several hundred shots, the 
Chinese troops replying with rifles 
and machine-guns. 

From Hailar, whieh is also on 
the western sector, and is about 150 
miles east of the border town of 
Manchuli, it iz reported that a band 
of irregulars, believed to be mem- 
bers of the “Young Mongolia 
Party” (of Communist tencencies) 
yaided a village eight miles east of 
Hailar om August, 16. They killed 
several civilians before Chinese 
troops arrived on the scene and 
drove off. the marauders.—Reuter. 

Russian Advance? 
Mukden, Saturday. 

An official communique from 
-General Wan Fu-lin. reports’ that 
10,000 Russian troops, with machine 
guns and 30 ficld guns, ‘cross the 
border yesterday on beth sides of 
Manchuli. 

The objective. is evidently Cha- 
lanor. 

Wireless communication with 
Manchuli is still working.—Reuter. 

Manchuli Deserted , 
Shanghai, Yesterday. 

A message from Manchuli states 
that the Chinese commander of the 
railway guards estimates the Chin- 
ese military losses in the raid of 
August 16 on Jarainor at 27 killed 

.and 31 wounded. He belleves that 
the Russian losses are alec consider- 
able. 

Fighting still continues and ihe
